I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  Gravesend  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  is  now  51,240,, 
1,069  live  births  were  registered  and  the  birth  rate  was  19  8 compared 
with  20. 12  for  the  previous  year,  The  death  rate  was  10  9 and  the 
infant  mortality  rate  16  8. 

Pollution  of  the  atmosphere  has  continued  to  be  investigated. 
The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  approved  the  Council's 
proposals  for  the  first  Smoke  Control  Area  and  work  in  connection  with 
this  is  proceeding. 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
to  every  member  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  keen  interest  they  have 
always  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  and  for  their  unfail- 
ing support  throughout  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  due  also  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  his 
co-operation  and  to  my  staff  for  their  continued  nard  work

Among  these  are  the  Rochester  Diocesan  Council  for  Moral  Welfare 
who  have  now  an  additional  part-time  worker  in  the  area,  and  the 
Gravesend  and  District  Social  Club  for  the  Hard  of  Hearing  which  con- 
tinues to  do  good  work.  The  family  planning  clinics  are  well  attended,

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CORPORATION  BATHING  POOL 

The  Open-air  Bathing  Pool  opened  in  1938  has  accommodation  for 
1,200  bathers,  The  main  pool  is  150  feet  long  by  75  feet  wide  and  has 
two  shallow  areas  and  a diving  pit.  The  400,000  gallons  of  water  in 
the  pool  are  filtered,  aerated  and  sterilised.  Wide  surrounds  and 
large  areas  are  provided  for  sun-bathing,  whilst  a spectators'  terrace 
surrounds  the  site.  On  the  first  floor  of  the  building  a Cafe  and 
Spectators'  Gallery  are  provided,  affording  a splendid  view  of  the  whole 
site.  There  is  also  a Children's  Paddling  Pool,  50  feet  by  50  feet, 
with  its  own  surround,  separated  from  the  main  pool  by  a terrace.

Refuse  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  13, 500  tons,  com- 
pared with  13,848  tons  the  previous  year,  these  amounts  being  ascertained 
by  test  weighing.

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  The  tip  is  a 
disused  chalk  pit  in  Vale  Road,  Northfleet  and  is  operated  by  the  North- 
fleet  Urban  District  Council. 

It  is  used  jointly  by  Gravesend,  Northfleet  and  Swanscombe,  and 
the  operating  costs  are  borne  by  each  authority  on  a proportionate  basis 
according  to  population.
